He came back smilingly and got into the re- 
publican convention which re-nominated Taft at Chicago as an im- 
portant and altogether efficient cog in the party machine. 
He was 
early in the rccent race for the senatorial nomination at the primary. 
He built up a big organization, he campaigned assiduously and he 
claimed loudly, but he failed to secure quite so many votes as did 
Captain Xow.

calls the days of knighthood and feud- 
alism, Avhen armies Avent at each other's 
throats to decide Avhich of tAvo kings 
sliould enter a room first, or to settio 
a guarrel between loA'ers of roj^al blood. 


The 
Austrians aro battling 
toAA'ard 
Monza, lying in a A^alley 60 miles Avest 
and south of the Lombardy-Tyrol bor- 
der. 
If they ever reach Monza thty 
will be in striking distance of Milan, 
one of northern Italy'-i greatest cities. 
But that is not the incentiA'o held forth 
to the olTicers leading the Austrian of- 
fensive. 


An old iron croAvn—that is the prize 
the Austriajis seek, and their officers 
Ivave been told that great advancement 
aAvaits for the man who Avill capture 
this old iron crown and send it back 
lo tlie 
aged 
kaiser, 
Franz 
Josef, 
in 
Vienna. 


It isn't really made of iron—gold is 
its principal 
component. 
But 
it 
has 
an 
iron band 
around the

rim, 
from AA'hich it takes its name—the "iron 
croAvn of Lombardy." 


With it, tradition says, the kings of 


medieval Lombardy 
Avere crowned from 
the seA'enth century on. 
Austrian em- 
perors Avore it, as kings of Lombardy, 
and it took part in the ceremonies that 
made Ferdinand the Austrian 
eraperoi 
in 1838. 
. V 


In 
1859 the 
Austrians 
Avere driven 
out of Lombardy, and the'y took 
the 
croAvn Avith them. 
In 1866 it Avas re- 
stored to Italy, and ever since it has 
rested in the Monza cathedral, Avhere 
in the middle ages'Lombardy's 
kings 
Avere crowned. 


Franz 
Josef 
believes the 
recapture 
of Monza and the croAvn Avould hare a 
vast sentimental effect on the Austrian- 
Huiigarian nation. 
To procure it, there- 
fore, many braA^e Austrians 
Avill lay 
doAvn their' liA-es in • the snoAvy Alpine 
passes—martvrs »to an imperial Avhim! 


Airmen from the Austrian side of the 
Alps have been 
reported 
flying 
over 
Lomfcardy's hills by 
night and 
early 
daAvn—perhaps attracted 
by 
the aged 
treasure in the Monza cathedral. 
Milan 
believes some daring Austrian aviator, 
hoping to win the favor of the kaiser, 
may even land in Monza and attempt to 
carry off the precious relic.

Old Question Comes Up in 
Connection With Labor

Troubles! . 


St. Thomas, Danish West Indies, Feb. 
25.—(Correspondence of The Associated 
Press).—The 
report 
that the 
Danish 
government might reopen the old ques- 
tion of the sale of the Danish \yest 
Indies to the United States lias 
at- 
tracted attention to the industrial and 
economio conditions here at the present 
time. 
In answer to inquiries from ,the 
tJnited States it may be said that the 
conditions are most unsatisfactory both 
on this island, and the island of 
St. 
Croix. 


'There is a serious depression in trade 
and scarcely any money in circulation 
in St. Thomas. 
Tliis is chiefly due to 
the European Avar and the closing of the 
Panama canal. 
The chief industry of 
the island has always^ been,^the sup- 
plying of 
coal and Avater and other 
necessities* to ships, but this is noAv 
practically at a standstill, particularly i 
(because of the stispension of the steam- j 
ship service of the Hamburg-American 
line. 
This compiiny gave emplo.yment 
to a large number of laborers and oth- 
ers, the majority of Avhom have Jiad to 
emigrate to Santo Domingo or other ag- 
ricultural islands in order to make a 
livelihood. 
In fact it is felt noAv that 
the Hamburg-American line has, more 
than was heretofore realized, been the 
main support of the island, disbursing .a 
large sum of money annuall.y. 
It is 
onl.y recently that there was completed 
here an extensive 
system of 
harbor 
works, Avith an \ip-to-dato dock and all 
modern appliances «uch as electrical coal 
cranes, warehouses and oil .tanks, anci 
with the opening of the Panama canal 
was expectftd that 
a great 
trade 
would develop here. 
But the slides in 
the canal have prevented these hopes 
from being realized. 


There are .no serious labor troubles 
nor real signs of distress, however, and 
the people are living in hopes that with 
the reopening of tlie.canal and the ces- 
sation of the war, conditions will rap- 
idly improve. 


On the island of ' St. Croix the'strike, 
Avhich paralyzed the sugar industry has 
been a serious matter. 
The island, very 
mUch more so than St. Thomas, is agri- 
cultural, and this year's pi-oduction of 
sugar "«nd rum promises to be excep- 
tional.

Washington, D. C., March 16.—Navi- 
gation through the Panama canal is not 
likely again to be seriously interrupteil 
by slides, and realization of the ip:eat 
purpose for which the waterway wa^ 
constructed ia Msured in the near fu- 
ture, according tQ the finding of a. com- 
mittee of scientists appointed by th 
National Academy of Sciences, at the 
request of President Wilsop, to investi- 
gate the problem. While the committe« 
realizes that slides may be a consider- 
able maintenance charge upon the canal 
for a number of years, it believes there 
will be little trouble after present diffi- 
culties have been overcome. 


A summary of a preliminary report 
by the committee wag made public to- 
day at the white house. No time was 
set when the canal can be opened for 
na-dgation, but it was said that "this 
time is not faf off." 


Excessive rainfall was found to bt! 
one of the chief causes for the slides 
and control of the falling water was 
the most important remedy suggestea. 
The committee made detailed reconr- 
mendations for the prevention of slidss 
in the future. 


Although the committee's final report 
will not be ready until April, William 
H. Welch, president of the academy, has 
transmitted to President Wilso|i a pr»- 
liminary report of the committee pru- 
l>ared by Charles R. Van Hise, president 
of the university of Wisconsin, chair- 
man; General H. L. Abbott, corps of 
engineers United States army; John C. 
Branner, geologist and former president 
of Stanford university; Whitman Crosu, 
geologist in the United States geologi- 
cal survey; R, C. Carpenter, professo* 
of methanical engineering in Cornell 
university; Arthur P. Davis, chief of 
the reclamation 
sendee, Washington; 
•John R. Freeman, constructing engineer. 
Providence; J. F. Hayford, dean of tha 
College of Engineering, 
Northwestern 
university; Harry Fielding Reid, profes- 
sor of engineering, Johns Hopkins uni- 
versity. 


"The committee looks to the future 
of the canal with confidence," the re- 
port declares. "It is not unmindful of 
the labor necÄsaty to deal with the 
present slides, and it realizes that slides 
may be considerable, but not an unreas- 
onabl}'- large, maintenance charge upon 
the " canal for a number of years ; it also 
realizes that trouble in the Culebra dis- 
trict may possibly again close the canal. 
Nevertheless, the committee firmly be- 
lieves that, after the present difficul- ' 
ties have been overcome, 
navigation 
through the canal is »not likely again 
to be seriously interrupted. 
There is 
absolutely no justification for the state^ 
ment that traffic will be repeatedly in- 
terrupted during long periods for years 
to come. The cana! will serve the great 
purpose for which it was xsonstructed, 
and the realization of that purpose 'ni 
the near future is assured. 


"All slide material which reaches the 
canal muetpof course, be remoA-ed at a 
certain expense and inconveniences. The 
engineers estimate that a ^ u t 9,000,000 
cubic yards will have to be removed be- 
tween the 
two 
C^ulebra slides; 
and 
the dredges can remove 1,000,000 cubic 
yards a month. 
But it must not bo 
supposed that tlie canal will remain 
closed for nme months; as soon as the 
elianne] has been sufficiently deepened 
and the movement of the sìidos become 
so low that the dredges even when in- 
terrupted by the passage of ships, caïi 
more than keep pace with them, the 
canal may be opened for navigation. 
This timo is probably not far off. 


"The committee believes that 
eome 
sliding ground will continue to enter 
the canal for several 
years to come, 
though in diminishing amounts. 
Any 
relatively inexpensive 
measures which 
tend to arrest the present active slides, 
or wJjicli promise to reduce the charge 
against maintenance of the canal in the 
future are therefore fully warranted. 


"The composition of the rocks, their 
structural weakness and earthquakes are 
all instrumental in producing the slides, 
arc beyond the control of man, but a 
))artial control of ground and rain water 
and the relief of pressure by unloading 
certain areas are feasible, and the com- 
mittee confines its remedial su/^estions 
to these measures. 


"The slides in the canal itone are es- 
sentiall.v like many in other parts of 
the world; they are due to the inability 
of the earth or rock to support the 
weight of 
overlying material. 
Slow 
processes of natural erosion, rapid cut- 
ting by flooded streams and excavations 
by man frequently lead to landslides. 
Much of the canal ift cut throuj^h vrcatc 
rocks; and îii» the Culebra district the 
prism is exceptionally deep. 


"Tlïe rocks òi Culebra district are ot 
two kinds—stratified and massive. The 
chief naaterial involved in the etiden is 
the stratified Cucaracha formatiön»^ It 
is compôsèd of slippery minerals which 
are óiily weakly consolidated. 
The Cu 
cara<^ beds »re limited, alonjr the line 
ôf the canal, tò thè Culebra district but 
they have, a thickness in places of over 
40Ò feet. 
The «oft slippery nature of 
its materialt imd their loòse, uncoheoU 
idatéd conäittPA, make 
it 
unusually 
weak and unable to ¡sustain any con- 
siderable load. 


"The strength of the Cuicaraeha clays 
is greatly decreased by the pre^nce of 
water, and the lieary topical taini keap 
them nearly saturated the greater part 
of the year; for thè broken'and iiteft- 
ular surface of thè slides and the open 
cracks around their borders HîiAèdily 
drink in thè water that fallk ttpoii them. 


"In thè Culebra district thè aterage 
rainfall einfee 1844 has been 87.^ inches 
per annum, of which abòut 60 iht{h»4 
falls in the rainy fléasòn of àbOut eight 
months. 
Where nearly seven feet of 
<«ràtèr fall ujsota the stirfàce ói the coutt- 
try within eight mbnthe of the yeiur. It 
is not surprising that there is difficult]^ 
in controlling the underground eèepagè. 
Indeed during these mbnths the jitt'ounu 
water table is practically at. the sui- 
fàce^ except possibly on th* steépet 
slopes; and the movement of the undet 
<>rround Vratér is so slow' that èren ts 
th^ dry eeaMn the water table is not 
far from the 
surface in thè 
level 
country. 


"A consideration ot. th* eatthquiUcn« 
felt in the canal zone juad a careful ex- 
amination of the instrumental redbrds 
kept near the Pacific- end of the eànal 
since the end of 1908 dlkpel fear àt serK 
oils damage to the canal or its accèsior- 
itt.hr »KttaualfM.

So far as can be judged from 
present exposures, they do not rest on 
the soft C^icaracha formation, but ex- 
tend far into the earth, and are self- 
supporting. 
Rock may slough .off from 
them,i)ut there is no evidence that they 
will collapse.

Tells How to Plant Trees. 


Mrs. Nesbit in her, address Wednes- 
day oveniiig told how to plant a tree 
and the kiudo to plant. Her instruction.-^ 
follow:

"Be sure aiul unpack the tree as 
soon 
as it arrives. Dig a trench and heel it in 
until you are ready to plant it. 


"When ready to plant dig 
a 
hole 
plenty large, making it wide and deep 
enough so that the tree will be placed 
an inch deeper in the ground than it 
was in the nursery row. This can be tok"! 
by the dirt on the bark of the tree. Go 
over the roots, and if there are any 
bad ones cut them slantingly from the 
trunk. Put the tree in the hole and 
fill in the dirt around the roots, keep- 
ing it well packed as you go until tho 
hole is entirely filled. 


"After the. tree is planted cut the top 
back about half way. 
This is the only 
time in tho life of a tree to do this, 
and is absolutely essential because im- 
loss this is done the top will draw the 
noiu'ishment fi om the roots before t.hev 
can 
rcach out 
into 
the 
ground 
for 
nourishment and" let the tree die.

A PRISONER'S MISTAKE 
THE SPEEDER 


When I was holdinfr meetings in St. 
Louis, Missouri, in 
1880, the 
"Globe- 
Democrat," announced that it was going 
to publish verbatim reports of my ser- 
mons, prayer^ and exhortations 
every 
day. 
I made up my niind that I would 
weave in plenty of Scripture for the 
newspaper to carry into places that I 
voTild never enter. 
• 


One night I preached on the Philiij- 
piau jailer, .and next morning the paper 
came out with a sensational headline, 
"How 
the , Jailer 
at 
Philippi 
Was 
Caught.'' 
A copy of the 
paper 
was 
carried into the city jail, and fell into 
the 
hands 
of 
a 
notorious 
prisoner 
named Valentine Burke. 


This man was one of the worst char- 
acters known to the St. Louis police. 
He w a i about forty years old at that 
time, had spent about twenty years hi 
jail, and was then awaiting trial on a 
serious charge. 


As Burke glanced over the morning 
paper, the 
headline 
caught 
his 
eye. 
Thinking that it Avas some jail news h«; 
began to reaxl it. 
He was so anxious 
to see how the jailer was caught. 
He 
thought he had once pas'Sed through h 
town 
called 
Philippi 
in 
Illinois, 
and 
supposed this was the^place referred to. 


Every now and theii he came across 
the words. "Believe on the J^ord Jesus 
Christ, and thou shalt be saved.'' That 
text was quoted nine times in the ser- 
mon. 


Burke wondered what had happened 
to the Globe-Democrat, and looked at 
the date. 
It was that morning'.« paper 
all right. 
He was disgusted, but he 
could not shakA off that text, "Believe 
on t^he Lord Jesus 
Christ, 
and 
thou 
Phalt be saved."' 
God used it to convict 
him, and a sense of liis responsibility 
before God rushed upon him. 
There in 
his cell at midnight he prayed for tbv; 
first time in his life. 
On the following 
Sundav he talked with 
the 
Christian 
friends who held service in the jail, and 
was led into the light of the gospel. 


From that night Burke was a changesi 
man. 
The sheriff thought lie was play- 
ing the '-pious dodge." and had no con- 
lidénce jn his profoshed conversion. 
But 
vhen he came to trial the case againsr, 
him was not pressed, and he escapcd 
through some technicality. 


For some 
months 
attor 
his release 
Burke tried to find honest work, but no 
one would take him, knowing his past 
historr. 
Men looked uuon his hardened 
face and turned him away. 
The poor 
fellow, realizing 
that 
liis 
sin-blurred 
features were against him, asked 
the

A Better Looking Man, 
PO that he could get an honest job. The 
prayer 
was 
assuredly 
answered, 
for 
M-hen I met him. montlis 
afterwards, 
he was a fine-looking man. 


He went to New York, and was taken 
in by a member of the police force who 
knew him, and who told him that he 
Avould shoot him dead if he abused jiis 
confidence. 
Being unsuccessful in New 
York lie returned to St. T>ouis. 


One dav Burko roi-eivod a 
message 
froçi the sheriff that- he was wanted at 
1hi> court 
Imuse. 
Ho nboyod with 
a 
lieavy heart. 
"Some did case thoy've' 
got against dip," ho f-aid; "lyut if I'm 
guilty

so.

Tin- 
sheriff 
greeted 
luiii 
kindly. 


"Where have you been, Burke?" 


"in NeAV York." 
"What have you 
be<;n doing there?" 
"Trying to find an 
honest job." 


"Have you kept a good grip on the 
religion -you told me about?" inquired 
' 'the sheriff. 


"Yes," answered Burke; "I've had a 
hard time, sheriff, but I haven't lost my 
religion." 


"Burke,"' said the sheriff, 'T have had 
you shadowed ever since you left jail. 
I suspected 3"our religion was a fraud. 
But I am convinced that you are sin- 
cere, as you've lived an honest life, and 
I have 
sent for you to offer you a 
depiityship under me. 
Y'ou can begin 
at once." He did so, and discharged his 
new duties with such unflinching fidel- 
ity, that 
business men began 
to 
tip 
tlieir hats to him ui token of respect. 


This was in 1880. When I was preach- 
ing" in Chicago in 1890, Burke, who had 
not been off <luty fo'S^ten years, came to 
sec me. During all that time there had 
been many changes in the administra- 
tion of the sheriff's office, and they had 
changed every deputy bulyhim. 
Finally 
they appointed that ex-convict treasurer 
of the sheriff's office. 


I preached in St. Louis again in ISiM 
A short time before my visit ,an evan 
gelist was called away in the middU 
of. revival 
meetings. 
The 
committco 
wanted Burke to come and preach in hi 
absence, but the sheriff .said he had jusc 
levied on a jeweler's store, and had nc;' 
time to take an inventory and Biirk' 
was the 


Only Man He Could Trust 
to put in charge of it'. - 


He was hold" in such confidence by 
the police that they did a most unusu:i 
Ihing: they gave him the 
photograp 
they had of him in the Rogues' Gallor\ 
He had his photograpli taken again ' 
1887, and in sending a copy of 
thi 
along with 
the 
original 
Rogue's 
lory photograph to T. S. ^fcPhctteis , 
St. Louis, to show the change in 1:' 
features, Burke wrote a note: 


"Xoticc the difference in the inolos- 
features. 
Soo what our holy 
roligid 
can do for the chief of sinners." 
(i 
tlie back of the Rogues' Gallery phot 
graph he, wrote: 


"He raised up the poor out of th 
dust and lifteth up tlie needy out o 
the 
dunghill; 
that He may 
set 
hh 
with the princes, even with the princo 
of His people." (Psa. 133:7-8.) 


This incident shows -what the giaf 
of God can do for a hardened sinuci 
Not onlv can it save him, but if c;i; 
keep him. -Valentine Burke lived an ac- 
tive, consistent 
Chriiitian life in tlial 
public position until he fell asleep ii 
Jesus in 1895. 


I believe that in all our jails an<; 
penitentiaries there are just such riei 
jewels that will sparkle one day in oui 
Savior's crown if we will only arouse 
ourselves to put the Avay of life befon 
them. 
The conversion pf such-men a? 
Valentine 
Burke 
and 
Jerry 
]McAulo\ 
ought to stir us all to do something 
definite for pri.soners. 
Facts like thest 
led me to start the prison fund hi con- 
nection with the Bible Institute C-olport- 
age association, and by its means more 
than 370,000 religious bonks have al- 
ready boon distributed amongst prison- 
ers in all parts of the country in six and 
a half years.—D. 1.. Moody.,.

The reafeon it does not kill in- 
stantly is due to its being blown out

with the moist membranes is 
(jiiickly absorbed, as sliown by

GASOLINE HEATED COLONY BROODERS 


The principal advantages In using 
grasoline rather than kerosene are to 
secure 
a 
higher 
temperature 
when 
needed ^-ithout forring^ the heater and 
BO save time by having one brooder 
house serve for 200 chicks instead of 
50. 
The system herein described in- 
volves broods of 200. 
It is not suitable 
. for those who have only small hatches. 


The "A" type form of house Is xised 
and Is constructed as follows: 
The 
"A" 
type of house is 8 feet square. 
Inside floor measure, has 12-inch side 
wallB and is 6 feet 6 inches from top 
of Hoor to top of ridge board. 
The 
s u b f r a m i n g is made and both floors 
laid 
before 
the 
upper 
part 
of 
the 
building is put together. 
The sills are 
iffotten out 
first. 
They are made of 
2x12 inch stock and are cut S feet 
long, with a bevel at each end to f o r m 
runners or shoes upon which to draw 
th® house about when desired. 


An opening of 8% in. x 12 2/16 in. 
is cut in the rear 
runner to 
admit 
th® burner 
box. 
.The 
top 
of 
this 
opwiing is 1 % inf'he« from the top of 
the runner and ha.s a %-in. silt sawed 
into th® runner horizontally f r o m the 
two upper corners for the purpose of 
admitting the flange, or pro.1ection, of 
th©^ upper edge of the burner box. 
A 
pi«ce Is cut from the runner directly 
orer the center of this opening to ad- 
mit the collar which is on top of the 
burner box. 
The piece Ig sawed out 
on a miter so that It can be replaced 
and secured by a single screw. 
The 
opening made by removing this piece 
Is 6 inches in th« clear. 


A atrip 1 inch square and 18 Inches 
Ion* Is nailed to the inside of the run- 
ner 1 inch below the lower edge of 
the opening, for supporting the rear 
«nd of the ineulatfng box. 


The floor joiets, four in number, are 
made of 8 x 4 Inch stock, cut 8 feet 
long, and are fitted Into the runners 
•with ft half Joint. 
This gives a strong 
RubCrame that 1« not likely to get out 
of sqtiare when drawn 
over 
uneven 
ground. 
After 
fitting 
the jolsti; into 
the runnera and securely nailing with 
•(Vd. natla. the work is leveled, squared, 
and tied by means of a l-inch board 
nailed diagonally across the Joi.=its. 


The support for the burner box Is 
then put In. 
It 
Is made 
of 
three 
pieces of 2 X 4 spiked to the rear run- 
ner and to the two center Joists. 
It 
Is placed 
flush 
with the top of 
the 
joists and runner so that the 
flooring 


can be nailed to it. 
The Inside di- 
mensions, 13 % X 24 % Inches, are such 
as to allow the flange of the burner 
box 
to slide In easily. 
The 
flange 
rests on M; x 1 inch strips, which are 
nailed 1 9/16 Inches below the top of 
the 2 X 4's forming the support. 
This 
leaves a .space of 1 % inches between 
the top of the burner box and 
the 
floor of the house, which prevents the 
floor 
from becoming too w a r m 
and 
serves as a c h a m b e r In which to w a r m 
the fresh air t h a t is admitted for ven- 
tilating the hover. 
The cool fresh air 
is 
taken 
f r o m 
beneath 
the 
house 
through 
four 1-inch holes bored 
in 
the 2 x4 supports. 
It is warmed 
by 
passing 
over the 
metal 
top 
of 
the 
burner box and a.s it expands is forced 
upward around 
the stem and 
down 
upon the chicks. 


The insulating box Is mad^ of 
%- 
inch matched pine flooring and is sup- 
ported Ht the rear by resting on the 
strip at the bottom of the runner and 
n front by hooks and eyes, such as 
are used for screen doors, to the sup- 
port. 


The 
first 
or 
sub 
floor 
Is 
made 
of l-lnch matched hemlock siding and 
is 
laid 
diagonally, 
which 
helps 
to 
stiffen 
the 
building. 
The 
finished 
floor is made of %-inch sap 
(white) 
pine 
flooring. 
This 
fs 
blind-nailect 
and is laid over a layer of 
building 
paper. 


The studs are now put up. 
These, 
together with the plates, rafters, and 
ridge 
board, 
are 
made 
of 
% x 2 % 
inch clear hemlock stock. 
The studs 
are placed flush with the outer edge 
of the floor and are toe-nailed to it. 
The plates are laid on and nailed to 


is left a t each corner which Is filled 
by 
a 
quarter-round 
molding, 
thus 
making 
It 
possible 
to 
use 
16-foot 
stock without waste. 
The ends are 
boarded up solid, with the exception 
of the door opening. 
After the paper 
has been put on the casing for the 
windows are nailed in place and then 
the openings cut. 
By thte method of 
construction no studs are required for 
the windows. 


Best results have been secured 
by 
running the strips of roofing 
paper 
vertically Instead of horizontally, as is 
generally recommended.

then 
the 
boarding 
put 
on.

boards are put 
on horizontally

The building is inclosed with %-lnch 
maiciied siding, planed one aide, with 
the smooth side turned in. The boards 
for .sides and roof are cut In 8-foot

be S feet square inside, a small space

The chick guard 
fits Into this opening. 
The burner box 
Is «lid In f r o m the back of the house 
and the stem may then be telescoped 
down over the collar. 
The radiator is 
seoured to the hover and

the can and fastened to the rafters. 
It Is secured at the rear end by nail- 
ing the square galvanized-lron collar 
to the outside of t h e house and at the 
inner end by wiring to the 1 x 6-Inch 
support.

AH threads are well soaped over with

The runners are 12 inches high and 
are placed In the front and rear of the 
house. 
Runners 6 Inches high 
have 
been 
tried 
with 
satisfactory

The rvmners maybe placed on the sides 
instead of the end^. 
This Is some- 
times advisable when the houses are 
to be used in orchards, because it al- 
lows the house to be drawn between 
the rows of trees with less danger of 
striking. 
Whatever the height of the 
runner, 
the 
burner 
box 
should 
be 
taken out before moving the 
house. 
Tf left in, it might be bent out of 
.«shape bj- striking stones or 
uneven 
places In the land. 
To remove burner 
box, raise hover, lift out stem, 
dis- 
connect piping at union coupling, and 
withdraw box. 
Care should be taken 
t h a t the wheel valve next to the tank 
is closed before disconnecting the pipe i 
and that the lead gasket is not lost 
out of the union coupling. 


The cost of materials for the house 
at prices pr'^'vailing in Ithaca, N. Y., 
Is ?;22.46. 
Two days' work by a car- 
penter is sufficient to build the house. 
The 
heater 
complete 
costs 
$10 
in 
Ithaca, N. Y.; It can be made by any 
good tinsmith. The form of burner that 
was found most satisfactory was one 
that "gives a cone-shaped 
blaze di- 
rected up into the radiator 
* 
• 
• 
in.stead of being, sent out in jets at 
right angles to the burner. 
It gives 
more complete combustion than 
the 
cap type of burner and fs capable of 
a wider range of temperature; 
that 
Is, It can be turned very low for use 
In mild weather, or will give a 
flame 
sufflciently 
large 
to 
maintain 
the 
proper temperature under the 
hover 
when It is 10 degrees to 160 degrees 
below 
zero 
outside." 
The 
burner 
selected should have but one control 
valve, as It Is less complicated and leas 
likely to clog.

It Is variously estimated that one- 
fourth to one-third of the n u m b e r of 
cows in Wisconsin—one of the very 
best dairy states in the Union—belong 
to the class that is referred 
to 
as 
"robber 
cows" 
or 
"star 
boarders," 
from the fact t h a t they do not pay 
for their keep, to say nothing about 
yielding a proflt to their owners. 
Ac- 
cording to Mr. F. N. Woll, the main 
reason why farmer.«! continue to keep 
such cows is that they do not know 
how the accounts stand with the Indi- 
vidual cows in their herds. 
They do 
not know how much milk or butter 
fat the different cows produce, 
nor 
how much feed they consume, or Its 
cost. 


There are, on the other hand, many 
dairy herds In the State t h a t average 
over twice 170 pounds of butter fat 
(the estimated average production in 
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Power machinery Is now 
available 
which will dig drainage ditches of all 
sizes at a lower cost than can be done 
in any other way. 


Most of us are willing to concede 
the superiority of our friends In the 
matter of making mistakes. 


Retnms. from the Highest and 
Ix>-west Producing Cows. 


the State) a year. 
These are yielding 
large profits, and the number of such 
herds !s increasing with each year, as 
more and more farmers learn how to 
feed and care for their coavs so as to 
s€cure the best returns. 
* The only ^ a y to learn whether the 
Individual cows In a dairy herd yield 
a proflt Is to weigh and test their milk 
regularly, so that their production of 
butter fat during the year can be de- 
termined with at least a fair degree of 
accuracy. 
This work of testing 
the 
cows Is generally admitted to be of 
fundamental importance in the man- 
agement of a dairy. 
It can be done 
by the f a r m e r himself, by means of a 
milk scale and a Babcock tester, or 
it can 
be done 
by 
outside 
parties, 
either co-operatively in the cow-test- 
Ing association, or b y ' the system of 
oflicial testing of dairy cows conducted 
by the experiment stations. 
| 


Official testing, which has been done 
under 
the 
direction 
of 
the 
writer 
(Woll) for twelve years past, has been 
growing each year in importance to 
the breeders of dairy animals and to 
dairj- farmers In general. 
In view of 
the present low average production of 
the cows in our State there is, how- 
ever, a crying need for f u r t h e r im- 
provement. 
This is not likely to come 
until 
farmers realize 
the 
enormous 
differences in the capacity of different 


cows for dairy production, and see the 
necessity of determining how f a r the 
cows In their herds give fair returns 
for the feed eaten and for the labor 
expended in the management of the 
herd. 


As 
a 
special 
Incentive 
to 
better 
dairying a dairy cow competition for 
the benefit of cow owners in this State 
was begun several years ago 
which 
lasted two years. 
The object of the 
competition was to Improve the-pro- 
duction of dairy cows by encouraging 
official testing for yearly production of 
milk and butter fat, and to aid In the 
adoption of modern methods In the 
management of dairy herds and the 
feeding and care of the cows. 


The to.tal n u m b e r of cows entered 
was 506, of which 448 were pure breds 
and 
68 
were 
grades. 
These 
were 
owned 
by 
6 6 different breeders 
and 
dairy farmers, more than half of the 
number being f a r m e r s who had never 
had cows officially tested before, and 
many were new breeders who 
have 
only recently built up their herds. 
A 
number of the cows did not, for var- 
ious reasons, complete records f o r an 
entire year and some breeders found 
It necessary to withdraw all' of 
the 
cowg entered by them. 


The total number of cows for which 
yearly records were obtained was 395, 
the different breeds being represented 
as follows: 
158 Holsteins. 157 Guern- 
seys, and 80 Jerseys. 
Records for two 
different year.«» were secured f o r three 
Jersey 
cows, 
making 
398 
complete 
yearly records for the production of 
milk, solids, and butter fat. 
Fifty of 
these were made by grade cows, and 
the balance by pure breds. 
The cows 
for which yearly records are at hand, 
were owned by 20 Guernsey, 17 Hol- 
steln, and 10 Jersey breeders, 47 In 
all.

thirds of the cows produced over 400 
pounds of butter f a t during the year, 
or considerably more than twice the 
average production of dairy cows In 
Wisconsin and other States.

of her feed was $129.40, leading a dif- 
ference of 154.44, designated as net 
returns. 


The Wisconsin Dairy Cow Competi- 
tion was conducted, says Mr. Woll, as a 
part of the general campaign for th« 
advancement 
of Wisconsin 
dalrvln^. 
Its value to the breeders who took 
part therein and to the pure-bred live 
stock interests of our State in gen- 
eral. has already been very great, both 
throug'h the advertising received from 
the 
publication 
of 
the 
many 
high 
records made and through the effect 
it has had upon the individual breed- 
ers and the farmers in their re?T>ec- 
tire communities. 
But this value, im- 
portant as it, Is. will be Insignificant 
in comparison with the influence that

Care of House Plants 


HORSES VS. TRAC5TOR. 


A great m a n y f a r m e r s find it diffl- 
eult to understand why a tractor of. 
say, 10 horsepower at the drawbar will 
not pull as heavy a load as will 10 
horses. 
This is not because a 
me- 
chanical horsepower is less than 
the 
a m o u n t 
of 
power 
developed 
by 
a 
• horse, but is because of the fact that 
a 
horse 
has an 
enormous 
overload 
capacity—that 
Is, he 
Is capable 
of 
exerting for a short time a great deal 
stronger puil than he should normally 
maintain hour after hour. 


MULCHING STRAAVBERREES. 


It is the habit of many strawberry 
growers to cover the plants in winter 
with strawy stable manure, which an- 
swers the double purpose of enriching 
the soil and protecting the plants from

to 
as.stime its natural and normal form, 
no pruning should be done and 
that 
the use of the knife la 
detrimental 
to the best interests of the tree, and 
should therefore be discouraged. 
The 
practical grower, however, knows too 
well th© results w^hlch follow f r o m 
this laisser faire method of handling 
trees In orchards, 
parks, 
and 
other 
ornamental plantations. 


TTnder 
natural 
conditions 
plants 
grow thickly; 
one crowds upon 
the 
other, and in that way all superfluous 
individuals as well as branches 
are 
crowded out. 
Under artificial condi- 
tions there is no such force at work. 
Plants are placed at distances which 
prevent this natural pruning. 
The In- 
creased amount of food available to 
plants under artificial conditions fre- 
quently 
excites growth, so that 
the 
distance between the different whorls 
of branches, which naturally develop 
from near the end of the growth of 
each .«eason. becomes great, thus giving 
the plant an open f o r m and the ap- 
pearance 
of 
having 
been 
built 
by 
stories. 
By a judicious use of 
the 
pruning knife the gardener 
shortens 
thi« annual growth, thus reducing the 
distance between the branches formed 
in successive years, 
with 
the 
result 
that the tree has a more compact and 
symmetrical 
form 
and 
therefore 
la 
better suited to serve the purpose of 
an orchard or ornamental tree. 


W h a t has been said In regard to the 
heading-ln or cutting back of orchard 
and 
ornamental 
trees 
applies 
with 
equal force to shrubs. 
Care should be 
exercised, however, in this 
heading- 
back process In order that the plant 
,so pruned shoulld not assume an arti- 
ficial form. 
The heading-ln should be 
a corrective process rather than one 
which 1.9 directive; that is, the head- 
Irg-in 
should 
only 
be 
sufllclent 
to 
counterbalance the augmented growth 


which results from the Increased food 
supply 
of plants grown under 
high 
cultvire. 


Extreme examples of the necesstty 
of heading-back are almost Invariably 
met with In the case of poplars grown 
for decorative purpose«. 
Among or- 
chard trees none presents greater n«c- 
esslty for annual 
treatment 
in 
this 
way than do the peach and the Kelffer 
pear, although nearly all of the fruit 
and ornamental trees while young re- 
quire care In this particiilar.

Another 
reason 
why 
pruning 
is 
necessary with plants grown under ar- 
tlflclal conditions Is that some of our 
moat desirable ornamental trees and 
shrubs have an unfortunate natural 
habit of growth which results in a 
method 
of 
branching which 
makes 
trees unable to withstand high wlnrjs 
or heavy snows. 
It Is the gardener's 
business, therefore, to guard against 
such branching and to so direct the 
growth of the tree as to force it to 


distribute its branches In such a man- 
ner as will best prevent It from being 
broken 
during high winds or 
heavy 
storms. 
A notable 
example 
of 
this 
undesirable 
s^-stem 
of 
branching 
Is 
had in the silver maple. 
This tree al- 
most 
Invariably 
branches 
so 
as 
to 
throw 
two 
strong 
shoots 
from 
the 
point 
of 
branching, 
each 
of 
which 
grows at about the same rate, with a 
very narrow angle between them; the 
result Ls. that as the branches Increase 
In B<ze, the union between them 
not 
being perfect, severe pressure 
placed 
upon one of them has a tendency to 
split them apart. 
Everyone who has 
observed 
the 
silver maple 
has 
fre- 
quently seen large trees badly broken 
or split a f t e r severe wind storms. 
If 
the tree trainer had given careful at- 
tention 
to 
the 
arrangement 
of 
the 
branches during the early life of such 
trees, these undesirable results, which 
are so fatal to successful park adorn- 
ment, 
might 
have 
been 
avoided. 
Pruning then, is necessary In 
order 
that the habits of a tree which are 
naturally bad may be corrected. 


With fruit treos pruning is impor- 
tant because it can be used for the 
purpose of checking the growth 
as 
well as for the purpose of thinning 
the fruit. 
It Is an old and well es- 
tablished maxim among fruit growers 
that whatever tends to check growth 
increases the frultfulness of the plant. 
Pruning can be used to accomplish 
this result to a cartaln limited degree. 
Plantations which are tardy In com- 
ing into bearing may. theref^pre, by 
Judicious 
pruning, 
be 
brought 
Into 
profitable production. 


Contradictory 
as 
It may 
at 
flrst 
thought appear, pruning is frequently 
resorted to to accelerate or augment 
growth In plants. 
Weak growing nur- 
sery stock Is frequently severely cut 
back during the resting period In or- 
der that all the strength of the root 
may be forced into the formation of 
a single upright stalk which will make 
the plant a salable nu/sery tree. 


Severe pruning, is also resorted to 
with' older plants for the purpose of 
rejuvenating them. 
Old apple 
trees 
and old shade trees are frequently sc 
treated, In order to Induce them t( 
throw out etrong new shoots. 


With 
such 
plant.s 
fis the 
peach, 
which bears Its fruit upon the growth 
of the previous year, pruning 
ig of 
great importance, as the grower can 
reduce the crop In proportion to the 
capacity of the tree. 
Successful fruit 
growers 
thoroughly 
understand 
the 
importance of gauging the quality of 
fruit allowed to be borne by a tree 
to the capacity of the tree, the ability 
of the tree In this respect being meas- 
ured by the rate of growth, the variety, 
and the soli and climatic 
conditions 
to M-hlch It Is subjected. 


Pruning Is of prime Importance also 
In controlling the action of some of 
our most dreaded plant diseases. 
The 
study of pear-bllght, for instance, has 
shown that this disease Is very gen-

erally communicated 
from 
plant 
to 
plant by Insects, through the pollen, 
as they pajss from blossom to blossom, 
or, later In the season, from shoot'to 
shoot. 
It Is also believed that 
the 
disease can be carried by the' wind 
and 
that 
infection 
can 
take 
place 
while 
the 
vegetative 
processes 
are 
active and the tissue at the ends of 
the branches can easily be 
entsred 
by the germs of the disease. 


The habit of the plum to bear early 
and abundantly under favorable con- 
lltions limits Its annual 
growth 
to 
iuch an extent that after the bearing 
.ge is attained little annual pruning 


1.=« necessary other than to remove dead 
or Interfering limbs or to head back 
an occasional strong shoot which may 
appear from time to time In the center 
of thé crown. 
The plum, as well as 
the cherry, has the annoying hàblt of 
occasionally producing strong 
shoots 
from 
adventitious 
buds 
along 
the 
trunk of the tree or f r o m iiear 
the 
surface of the ground. 
A close watch 
should 
be kept for such 
Interlopers 
In order that they may be promptly 
removed. 


During the early years of the growth 
of both of these plants care should 
be exercised to secure a proper dis- 
tribution of the limbs which are to 
form the framework branches of the 
tree, 
particularly 
with 
the 
Japan 
plums and the sweet cherries, as both 
these 
species 
have 
the 
unfortunate 
habit of dividing Into two shoots of 
nearly equal size with a close angle 
between, which always f o r p s a weak 
joint. 
Trees not carefully pruned to 
overcome this bad habit are liable to 
severe 
Injurj' 
f r o m 
splitting 
when 
heavily loaded with fruit. 


In the early period of t h s growth 
of 
both 
the 
J a p a n 
and 
American 
plums, as well as the sweet 
cherry, 
the annual growth will need more or 
less severe cutting 
back, 
depending 
upon soil and climatic conditions. In 
order 
to 
maintain 
them » within 
bounds. 
On general 
principles 
this 
heading should be done just 
bçfore 
growth starts In the spring. 


The 
E u r o p e a n 
p l u m s 
. ( P r u n u s 
domestica) do well when trained a f t e r 
the general fashion of the peach. 
In 
general, however, the ms^in t r u n k of 
the plum should be somewhat longer 
than that of the peach. In order that 
t h e work of Jarring for the curcullo 
may be facilitated If the orchard hap- 
pens to be located where this opera- 
tion Is necessary. 


The 
fruiting habits 
of 
the 
plum 
and the cherry are more closely allied 
to those of the apple and the pear than 
to the peach, and for that reason the 
shortening of the annual growth Is of 
less moment with these plant« thai; 
w i t h the peach. 


Foliage plants, such as the mbbe» 
plants, 
date 
and 
fan 
palms. 
AspU 
diatra lurlda, 
and 
various types of 
Boston fern require the least oare and 
give a note of green to the winter liv- 
ing room. 
To succeed the first step 
Is to get a healthy, well potted plant, 
second to locate It where It Is not 
moved about, and third to pass a law 
forbidding handling. 
No chair should 
be so close to the house plant 
that 
the caller can play with the leaves or 
fronds 


Drainage is absolutely essential. One 
must 
learn 
the 
¿fecullarltles of 
her 
rubb'er tree or Boston fern or what- 
ever plant she has. 
The local condi- 
tions may be such that the pot will 
di^' out rapidly and the plant 
need 
water 
dally or the atmosphere 
and 
size of the pot satisfy the plant so 
that water every other day or third 
day Is enough. 


Ever>- littl« while, as It may need, 
the 
leaves 
should 
be 
washed 
with 
soapy water. 
If slugs or scales come, 
pick them off wtth a toothpick or hat 
pin, drop In a cup of kerosene t i klU 
and sponge the leaf or the stem wl^l 
kerosene. 
Olve a tonic once a weell 
of plant food or a tablespoon of am- 
monia diluted in t pint of water.

sailing for that second republican senatorial nomination made neces- 
sary by the death of Senator Shivcly, and that Republican State 
•Chairman Hays will seek to wrest the honor from the Rushville man's 
grasp invests the situation with a new and particularly interesting 
angle. Still sore and suffering from the sting of defeat at the primary 
a week ago, Mr. Watson's friends arc in no mood to contemplate 
complacently the prospect of another stopping in and seizing the 
plum that unexpectedly ripened when the death of the senior Indiana 
senator placed a reward before thorn on a silver platter. 


Some idea of their frame of mind can be gathered by a bit of re- 


flection on the facts. For a long term of years Mr. Watson has been 
a conspicuous figure in Indiana republican politics. He was for 
many years the party whip in the lower house of congress. He has 
been a brilliant and untiring qimpnigncr and has fought his part} 
battles with skill and with vigor. He had received state honors at 
the hands of his party as the nominee for governor against Mr 
Marshall, it is tnic, but he went down to defeat and was able to har 
vest neither the emolument of salary nor the satisfaction of glory ou 
of that experience. Whatever disappointment he suffered, however 
he was able to conceal. He came back smilingly and got into the re 
publican convention which re-nominated Taft at Chicago as an im 
portant and altogether efficient cog in the party machine. He "\vai 
earh' in the recent race for the senatorial nomination at the primary 
lie built up a big organization, be campaigned assiduously and lie 
claimed loudly, but he failed to securn quite so many votes as did 
Captain New. The echo of his declaration that he would carry his 
fight fo the republica.ii state- convention had scarcely died away 
when Senator Sliivcly's death opened'the way for the nomination of 
two candidates for the senate instead of one. 


If there is anything whatever in the "logical candidate" busi- 


ness, it must be admitted that the second nomination is clearly and 
definitely the property of Mr. Watson. Yet here comes Mr. Hays 
•with a very serious pin-pose to claim it, for himself. What is likely to 
happen when the full force of the situation is realized by Mr. "Wat- 
son's party friends over the state is likely to give Mr. Hays somewhat 
of a jolt. Will they stand for this usurpation of the Watson preroga- 
tives and perquisites? They will not. Mr. Hays is shortly going to 
be told, perhaps in diplomatic but certainly in very unmistakable 
terms, to go out and get a reputation before he hurtles himself into 
the senatorial fray. If he will not listen—then just watch Mr. Wat- 
ion's cohorts over the state mobilize for real action.

out of T.ombardy, and they took the 
crown with them. 
In 18GG it was re 


stored to Italy, and ever since it has 
rested in the Monza, cathedral, where 
in the middlo ages Lorabardy's kings 
were crowned. 


Franz Josef believes the recapture 


of Monza and the crown would have u 
vast sentimental effect on the Austrian 
Hungarian nation. To procure it, there 
fore, many bravt Austrians will lay 
down their lives in • the snowy Alpine 
passes—martyrs to an imperial whim!

Old Question Comes Up in 


Connection With Labor 


Troubles. 


St. Thomas, Danish West Indies, Fob, 


25.—(Correspondence of The Associated 
Press).—The report that the Danish 
government might reopen the old ques- 
tion of the sale of the Danish West 
Indies to the -United States has at- 
tracted attention to the industrial and 
economic conditions here at the present 
time. In answer to inquiries from the 
United States it may be said that the 
conditions are most unsatisfactory both 
on this island, and the island of St. 
Crois. 


There is a. serious depression, in trade 


and scarcely any money in circulation 
in St. Thomas. 
This is chiefly due to 


the European war and the closing of the 
Panama canal. 
The chief industry of 


the island has always been the >f up- 
plying of coal and wa,ter and other 
necessities to ships, but this is now 
practically at a standstill, particularly 
because of the suspension of the steam- 
ship service of the Hamburg-American 
line. 
This company gave employment. 


to a iargn number of laborers and oth- 
ers, the majority of whom have had to 
emigrate to Santo Domingo or other ag- 
ricultural islands in order to make n 
livelihood. In fact it is felt now that 
the Hamburg-American line has. more 
thftn was heretofore realized, been thr 
main support of the island, disbursing a 
large sum of money annually. It 
it- 


only recently thnt there was completed 
here an extensive 
system of harbor 


works, with an iip-to-da.te dock and all 
modern appliances such as electrical coal 
cranes, warehouses and oil tanks, ano 
with the opening of the Panama canal 
it was expected that a great trade 
would develop here. But trie slides in 
the canal have prevented these hopes 
from being realized. 


There arc no serious labor troubles 


nor real signs of distress, however, and 
the' people arc living in hopes that wiln 
the reopening of the canal and the ces- 
sation of the war. conditions will rap- 
idly improve.

New Movement Launshed 


by League of Which Mr.

Xew York, March 1C.—Thc league to 


on force pence, of which fiiriner President 
William If. Ta.fl, is the head, announced 
today tlint it bus begun a movement to 
induce' tliii democratic and republican 
conventions to insert planks in national, 
Htate and county platforms indorsing the 
proposiil that n league of nations be 
formed after the war to maintain the 
peace of1 the world. 


A committee of the league hag sent 


instructions to its representatives in all 
parts of the country requesting them to 
urge tlio introduction of the following 
plank in all county and state platforms: 


"\Ve indorse the proposal that a league 


of nations bu formed for joint action

A PRISONERS MISTAKE 


When I was holding meetings in St. 
j 


Louis, Missouri, ja 18SO, the" "Clobe- i 
Democrat," announced that it was going 
to publish verbatim reports of my ser- 
mons, prayers and exhortations every 
day. 1 made up my mind that I would 
weave in plenty of Scripture for the 
newspaper to carry into places that I 
rould never enter. 


One night I preached on the Philip, 


pian jailer, and next morning the paper 
came out with a senaatioiial headline, 
"How 
the 
Jailer 
at 
Philippi 
Was 


Caught."' 
A copy of the paper was 


carried into the city jail, and fell into 
the hands of a notorious prisoner 
named Valentine Burke. 


This man was one of tbe. worst char- 


acters known to the St. Ixniig police. 
He was about forty years old at' that 
time, had spent about twenty, years in 
jail, fcnd was then awaiting trial on u 
serious charge. 


As Burke glanced over the morning 


p&per", the headline 
caught his *yc. 


Thinking that it was some jail news h,.- 
began to reaxl it. 
He was so anxious 


to seejiow the jailer was caught. He 
thought he had om-e passed through A 
town called 1'hilippi. in Illinois, and 
supposed this was the place referred to. 


Kvery-now and then ho came across 


the words, "Believe on the l^ord .lesti* 
Christ, and thou shalt be saved." That 
text was quoted nine times in the ser- 


• uion. 
• Burke wondered what had hnppeiieil 
to the Globe-Democrat, and looked at 
the date. It was that morning's paper 
al| right. 
He was disgusted, but lie 


could not shako off that text, "Belie 
on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou' 
shalt 6e saved." 
Hod used it to convict 


him, and a sense* of his responsibility 
before God rushed upon him. There iti 
his cell'at midnight he prayed for tho 
iirst time in bis life. On the following 
Sunday he talked with the Christian 
friends who held service in the jail, and 
was led into the light of the gospel. 


Krum that night Bnrke WHS a changed 


man. The sheriff thought lie was play, 
ing tho ''pious dodge," aiid had no con- 
fidence in his professed conversion. Hut 
when ho came to trial the cnse against 
him was not pressed, and he escaped 
through some technicality. 


For some months after his release 


Burke tried to find honest work, but no 
one would take him, ^knowing his past 
history. Men looked uuon his hardened 
face and turned him away. The poor 
fellow, realizing ,that his sin-blurred 
features were against him, asked tho 
Lord to make him

60 that he could get an honest job. The 
lirayer was assuredly 
answered, for 


when I met him, months afterwards, 
lie was a fine-looking man. 


He went to New York, and was taken 


in by a member of tha police force who 
knew him, and who told him that ho 
vouJd shoot him dead if; ho abused his 
confidence. 
Being unsuccessful' in Xw 


York'he returned to f?t. Louis. 


One ila\- Burke, received a messagu 


'from the sheriff that be was wanted at 
the court house. 
He obnynd with n 


heavy heart. 
"Some old'case ..-they've 


got against tin1.1' IIP said; "but if I'm 
guilty I'll tell thorn so. 
I've, (lone 


lying." 
' 
' . 


' The 
sheriff 
greeted him kindly. 


"Where have you been, Burke?" 
'la New York." 
"What have you 


been doing there?'' "Trying to find an 
honest job." 


"Have you kept a good grip on th« 


religion you told me about?" inquired 
the sheriff. 


"Yes," answered Burke; "I've had a 


hard time, sheriff, but I haven't lost my 
religion." 


"Burke,'1 said the sheriff, "I have had 


you shadowed ever since you left jail. 
1 suspected your religion was a fraud. 
But I am convinced that you are sin- 
cere, as you've lived an honest life, and 
I have sent for you to offer you a 
deputyship under me. You can begin 
at once.1' He did »o, and discharged hi-j 
new duties with such unflinching fidel- 
ity, that business men began to tip 
their hats to him in token of respect. 


This was in 1880. When I was preach- 


ing in Chicago in, 1R9U, Burke, who had 
not been off .luty for ten years, came to 
sec me. JJuring all that tirno there Jiad 
been many changes in the administra- 
tion of the sheriff's office, and they had 
changed every deputy but him. 
Finally 


they appointed that ei-cohvict treasurer 
uf the sheriff's office. 


1 preached in St. Louis again in 1S!I"> 


A short time before my.visit,an evan 
gelist was called away in the mWdh 
of revival meetings. 
Ths committee 


wanted Burke to come and preach in hi 
absence, but the sheriff s.aid he had just 
levied on a jeweler's store, and bad nu' 
time to take an inventory and Burb 
was the

He was bold in such confidence b> 


the police that they did a most unusmi 
thing: they gave him the photogr(ij!; 
they had ot him in the Rorties' Gallerv 
KB had his photograph taken again : 
1887, and in sending a copy of llii 
along with the original Kogue's Cn 
Icry photograph to T. S. McPhctlei>_< 
Pt. Louis, to show the change in li! 
features. Burke wrote a note: 


"Notice the difference in the ini'lnsi 


features. 
See what our holy rn.ligin 


can do for the chief of sinner?." n 
the back of the Rogues' Gnllery phoh 
graph he wrote: 


"He raised up the poor out of th 


dust and lifteth up the needy out o 
the, dunghill; that Ho mav set lili. 
with the princes, even with the prince 
of Hia people." (Pea. 133:7-8.) 


This incident shows what the gnu1 


of God can do for a hardened sinnei 
Not only ca.n it sa.v» him,, but it w. 
keep him. Valentine Burke lived «Ji ac 
live, consistent, Christian life in that 
public position until he fell asleep if 
Jesus itt 1895. 


I believe that in all our jails ami 


penitentiaries there are just such ricl 
jewels that will sparkle one day in oui 
Saviors crown if we -will only arouse 
ourselves to put tlm way of life befon 
them. 
The conversion of such men a? 


Valentine Burke and Jerry McAule\ 
ought to stir us all to do something 
definite for prisoners. Facts like these 
led me to start the prison fund in con 


J nection with the Bible Institute Colport- 
age association, and by its .means more 
than 370,000 religious books have al- 
rp.idy been distribute'd amongst prison- 
ers in all parts of the country in six and 
a half yonrs.—T). L. Moody.

Many think burning tobacco destroys' 
the nicotine, but it does not, for as high 
as SI per cent, of it has been secured 
from the smoke; hence, from each ounce 
used, the smoker draws into his mouth 
several firnins of the deadliest poison 
"known. The reason it docs not kill in- 
stantly is due to its .being blown out 
again, but a. great deal which comes in 
contact with the moist membranes is 
(]iik-kly absorbed: as shown by bend 
aches, dizziness, vomiting, etc., by those 
just Icajninsr the art.
